BKITISH VERSUS AMEBICAN SHU' 
PING. 

The British board of trade has pub 
lished a return showing tlio British ton- 
nage re>;iatoroJ in 1887 as ooniparod witli 
tho Uiiitod Statoa and other couiitrina. 
This return shuwa Sdiuo riiinarkablo cun 
trasta. Fur iiistaiieo, in 18150 thu Uuitei 
Status luul a rogiatored sea-going toiinagi 
of 2,500,000 tons, while the United King 
doni had then of tliis class only 4,500,0011 
tons. Laat year the United States had n 
little over 1,000,000 toUB and the United 
Kingdom 7,250,000 tons, Iii the twenty- 
seven years the sea-going tonnage of tho 
Republic had diminiahod by 1,500,000 
tons, while that of (5 rcat Britain hud in- 
creased 2,750,000 ton.s. It is only fair to 
observe that tho United States have a 
. very largo iloet of lake and river steam- 
ers, amounting to 3,000,000 tona, in re- 
gard Lu which the cojnparison with the 
mother country wcmld be more favorable. 
Tho change in the relative amount of reg- 
istered aea-goiiiy tonnage of the twi> 
countries is v^iy mafked^ as we have seen, 
but not more so than. the. tonnage entered 
and cleared at Brituh puru in the trade 
with th^ United States. The tonnage of 
the mbtKOTj coTOtryj; to States 
and all otheir; countries respectively en- 
gaged in this trade at certain siiecilied 
periods are given as below :

The Paris ii'coiiomi'ii^c i*';-«n(;(UJi, one of 
the ablest of French 'financial papers, has 
apparently lost faith iu De'', LcM^ep's' Pan- 
ama Canal project.' liip'irevjewiDg tW^^ 
salts of the caiial lottery loan, it points 
out that in providing* tljetapj^ifc required 
bylaw, and repaying the temporary ad- 
vances tho comiiany had received from 
financial houses, nearly tho whole amount 
received will have boon abaorbed. J I 
then Bays; — • 

"It results from thi.s that the Pan- 
ama Company can spend no money 
on its works, but during the next four 01 
live iiiontlia will have hardly enough bo 
pay intereat o\i ila loaiia and its general 
ex[)ensea. The active career of the Pa- 
nama C()m|)any is ended. It has now 
only a rea|)ite of a few months to ])rei)aro 
for liijuidation * * * The I'anama 
Opmpauy.is in its agony, as all thu world 
knows; it should at leiist know how to 
die witii a littlo dignity. Let it rctinii to 
the Buhscribera tlioir inaulllcient ftnida, 
and proceed inunediatly to its licjuidation. 
In any case it must certainly lii|ui(lalr 
within six months." 

Thu New York Miiiiiuj mid J'Jjuji m ci i mj 
Jounuil (jiKitus the above, and says it is 
in abaolntu agreement with tho opinions 
held by American engineers. This means 
that the I'anama Canal scheme, nmst col- 
lapse, and the enormous amount of money 
expended on its oonstructidii be abHoliite- 
ly lost. The amount of ruin such a col- 
lapse will involve, mainly to French in- 
vestors, and thousands of those a class 
that can ill aftbrd to boar acicli loases, can 
bo better imagined than described. The 
crash will be one of the most gigantic le- 
corilcd ni tliia ninetuentlicentury. The fact 
of so ijrouiiiiL'iit a linancial journal aa the 
J'JcoHoiiiislcFruHcdni [iredicting tliecoUaiiac 
of tho enterprise is significant in itwiif, 
and indicates that thu French people 
tiieuisoivos are losing faith iu Do Lessups 
and his scheme. 



A KO if AL SCANDAL. 



There is no royal road to happiness any 
more than there is to learning, and do- 
mestic felicity is not an exclusive a])- 
pendago to kingly hOusohoMs. Queen 
Natalie, of .Sorviu, long a<;(p discovered 
the truth of theau ma.\imH. No princely 
union over started (ait under brighter 
auspices and none ever came more (piickly 
to grief. It is only three years since tho 
pnlilic was a witmiaa of the huiientable 
spectacle of tho diaauiisions between King 
Milan and his royal spousn, but tho facts 
have long been known at all tho Euro- 
pean Courte. King Milan Obronovitcli is 
now thirty-four yuar.* old; ho succeeded, 
as Prince of Sorvia, his cousin Michael, 
ivho was aBsassiiiatod in 1868 by emissitrioa 



of the li^aragoorgevitch party. Milan in 
a grandson of Milosli Obrouoyitcb, tho 
Servian liberator in 1814 who was a 
swineherd and did not know how to read 
or write. In 1871 Prince Milan made a 
journey to the Crimea and w.is very k indly 
received by Alexander II. It is ])o8sible 
that this visit suggested tho union of the 
Prince with Natalie Kechko, the daughter 
of a Russian Colouol and his wife, the 
Roumanian Princess Stourdza. Whilst 
Prince Milan had only his crown, Natalie 
Kechko posaeasud un iinnienso fortune, 
great beauty and a highly cultivated mind. 
When she ttrrived at Belgrade, in 1875, 
the Servian capital had no social life at 
all; there were but few stdun.i , and those 
few very dillicultof access; the diplomatic 
igenta wero reduced to receiving each 
othor, and formed an isolated colony, 'i'he 
young princeaa at once began receptions, 
md gave her aiibjecia an idea of social 
life in the larger capitals. Had she been 
properly seconded by tho Prince, it ia 
probable that she would have succeeded 
in allaying tho political discord that has 
so long tormented the c'q^nt^^^^^^ but, in 
stead ot helping on this much neeided re- 
form, the Prince preferred to neglect his 
w ifo and &^'.ok iiloaaure elsewhere. The 
troubles of the Princess began soon after 
her marriage. A certain pu'olie acandal 
which occurred early in their wedded life 
was pardoned, but the freciuent recur- 
rence of her husband's marital infidelity 
and brutality finally diagustud her. King 
Milan's cowardly conduct during thu cam- 
paign of 1885 brought the crisis to a head. 
While tho Queen was tendhig the sick 
and wounded, and expending her private 
fortune to aid tho suflerors, the King was 
not showing that personal bravery which 
his position re(|uired. The defeat of the 
Servian army, added to the reports 'ibout 
the King's conduct, shook the faith of his 
aiibjecta. At that time a political group, 
taking advantage of the Queen's popu- 
hirity, tcjld her that if the King did not 
abdicate he would bo overthrown througl: 
the inllnence of Russia, who would sup- 
port tho claim of Peter Karagoorgevitch. 
This cutcric proposed that she should ob- 
ttiin the abdication of the King, so as to 
save the rights of the young Prince Alex- 
ander, born in 1877, the regency to be 
conlidcd to her during the Priiice'.s 
iiiinorily. The Queen did not reject Ihia 
idea, but before the plan could be carried 
out the King got wind of the scheme and 
appealed to .\ii-stria to protect him against 
this anti-dynastie movement. Prom that 
moment the breacii between the royal 
eojjple grow wider and wider. The Queen 
remained alone in her apartments, and 
the King amused himself according to liia 
tastes. Whan the ambassadors received 
he called upon them like any of 
his subjects. "I know that my 
unexpected visits aro not according 
to etiquette," ho said one evening to 
a diplomatist, "but I do not descend from 
Louis XIV.; and happily my groatnea.'i ia 
not important enough to keep me at 
homo." When he was not with the Ambas- 
sadors he iiaed to enter the palace guard- 
room and play cards with the ollicors on 
duty. About a year ago the domestic 
(|uarrel which had been in a latent state, 
broke out violently. The Queen, sua 
jjecting the wife- of one of the diplo- 
matic corps to be.on too good terms with 
the King, refused to salute her at one of 
the court ceremonies. After a violent 
acene the (jiieen left Belgrade and went 
to the Crimea. The friends of both 
parties interfentl and a ))eace was patched 
up. The injured wife rotunied to the 
Ca|>ital, but the riiconciliation did not 
last, long. A violent cnti', it is said, waa 
the cause of tile second departure, this 
time with her young son. Prince Alex 
aiider. Last winter the Queen lived at 
Florence, and while Queen Victoria was 
there the negotiations were, then again 
begun for a- hew- reconciliation, When 
Queeii Natiilie's resistance had been over 
come the'King renewed his haughty atti 
tude; after having seen his wife give ii 
he evidently wanted to have the pleaaiire 
of jidding another affront. To her re 
pcated deniands to return to the Capit^il 
the King has replied that her preaenci 
would couiplicato the political situation 
He litis apparently no desire to have lier 
where liis op|ponents, can renew their pro- 
posal to her fur a. r^ency. Then the 
news came that the King had asked the 
Servian Synod of Bishops to sanction his 
divorce, which he demanded on the 
ground of "insurmountable aversion to 
the Queen.'' The Queen opjioaed this 
ileniand, not bee.iuso she had any all'ec- 
tioii left for I lu) King, but because she 
had im idea of conaentiiig to a separation 
made at. tho re<| ileal of the party 
with whom rests all the wrongs. 
Sul).s('(nunil. eveiila are fresh in the minds 
of our roadi^r.i. Tlu! tJrown I'rince Alex- 
ander, forcibly snatched away from his 
mother's care, -was taken to Belgrade and 
Qiieeu Natalie distuissed* the country. 
King Milan's last'inoye was a request to 
the Consistory ito gmnb iiihi rt'- legal separ- 
ation from his exiled wife. It is not at 
all improbable that tho whole matter was 
discussed at the recent meeting of the 
Czar and the Mini)eror William 11., while 
the Queen's viait to lirclon next month 
will give lua- an ojiportmiity t<] enter in- 
t_o the details of tho whole matter with 
the (iorman potent.ite. The present coiii- 
plicatioiia render the situation of the 
young I'rinco Alexander very precarious 
ami ouiboldon the partizans of Peter Ka- 
ragooigevitch who, sinco King Milan's 
leanings towards Austria— caused, it is 
said, bocauso Russiit refused to grant him 
a loan of two hundred thousand roubles 
after ho had aijuaiiderod his wife's for- 
tune — is secretly if not openly oiieinir- 
aged by Russia. Meantime Queen Nata- 
lie, very miicii like (.,)iieoii Isabella of 
Si)ain, or tiie Umpreas Hugenic of Franco 
aeekaau aayluiii far from her throne and 
former greatness. She, however, unlike 
her unhappy sister Hovoreigiis, ia atill in 
the bloDui of y(nith, full of fire and jias- 
sion, iniperiouH in her douioiinor with a 
will to carry out her desires, and it is 
ipiite unlikely that she will remain long 
ni her present unfortunate position. Her 
love of intrigue may yot change in a very 
marked manner the fortunes of Sorvia.

.Magiatrate— Sonio lime after Mr. Vroo- 
in.an met him what did he lell him l 

Mr. Taylor - He imderatood from what 
.Mr. N'rooiuaii s.aid to him that there waa 
no m.irriage, and that he was not married 
to the girl". 

Magiatralo- What waa tho defendant 
giving for the •iJloO.*' Apparently he was 
to got $150 for consummating the marriago 
of this man to thia woman. How did iie

I\Ir. Taylor. — Well he aays that one 
day Mra. Crawford aaki.d him if he W(nihl 
like to marry Ah Lin. 1 believe at that 
tiino jMra. tirawford and Mon/.iua hall 
charge of ihe girl in the cajmcity of care- 
takers fiH' the home, or at all eventa tho 
girl was in charge of Mrs. Criiwfoixl, Mrs. 
Cr;iwfi.)rd represented to the ivitness that 
he might firing about a marriage, and ro- 
ferred him to iMuiiKios; Menziea U>ld hiin 
that if ho i>iiid tho $160 he would get the 
marriago license and that was all that 
was required. 

Mr. Gannaway— Your Honor, I think 
that if this ia all tho evidence of false 
pretenses the case may jiiat as well bo 
(lisiiiisaed hero. I suppose that this ia tho 
whole story. There may be other evi- 
dence merely to corroliorate thia state- 
ment. There are no false pretenses at 
all, and 1 defy my learned friend to i)oiiib 
out any false representatinna by which 
Ah Cheo waa induced to give up .«!150. 

The magistrate, before coming to a de- 
cision, decided he must hear idl the rest 
of tho case. Addressing Mr. Gannaway 
—What didyqur client jdo for this money?

This girl was out in tho 
world and soino frienda put her in charge 
of Mr. Menziea. He took her and bought 
her food, clothes, and erorythiug.

She was in- 
dehled to Mr. i\Ieii/.ies a cortjiin Hum, 
which the <'liiiiam;m agreed to pay. It 
was a perfectly li?gitimate Iransaction. 

Magistriite How was it that Mr. Vroo- 
man got her back to this place ? 

Mr. Cbinnaway Well, that was by 
what 1 consider a subterfuge. He ciuuo 
to this man (Ah Cbeo) and sjiid: "I will 
take this marriage license and tjiko tho 
girl back to her home tor a few diiya, 
when yoti can bo [iroporly married." 
This man [lerauades his wife to go, against 
hor will, as I understand, with the prom- 
ise that ho should seo her every day. Mr. 
Vrooman takes her to the home,' locks the 
door, keejis all the pajiera and never lots 
liiiii see her again. 

M;igiatrale - Wmildn't a minister marry 
them on producing tbiit license? 

Mr. T.iylor iSo; they refuao to marry 
them iihloas they have some competent 
interpreter to see that it ia all right. 
Tluu'o have been som'e niarriages fur the 
purpo.^e of taking the women across the 
Sound and Belling thom for prostitutes, 
ami so tbey lefiisi!. I believe that this 
woman is to be married to Ah Chee soon, 
however. 

Mr. (i;uiiiaway— The girl waa up before 
the registrar of tho court and ahe now 
refused to marry him and stated on oath 
that she liad never been with him. 

Magistrate- Who is at the head of this 
home/ 

Mr. Taylor -It ia a miasionary aeluKd. 
Magistrate- -Was the girl there at tho 
l ime she got into Men/ies' possession? 

Mr. Taylor.— Shu had beon there and 
ran away. 

Magiatrate. — Mow did she get into 
Menziea po.sseaaion I 

Mr, (iannaway. — There was a Mrs. 
Fowler who was in charge of tho house. 
In Docoinber, 1H.S7, or .lanuary, 1888, 
Mrs. Fiiwler left, and another iii'itvon 
took charg(! — a Miss Leaky. Now this 
girl, with another girl, in tho month of 
January, during tlio cold weather, left 
thu home and went to Mra. Fowler's and 
stayed several days. She being [loor 
could nut keep thorn, and mado arraiige- 
iiienta for Menzies to take charge of them 
inid find them a plact! to live and lake 
care of thoni, and even find liuabands for 
Ibem, because in ao doing he would do 
iiotiiiiig but what a good father aliould do. 
'Pile profeaaor was a married man and had 
.1 family here. Mr. Meiizics' wife'a 
iiiothor was in charge of tho 
homo Ijoforu Mra. Fowler, ao that by 
going t(i Mr. Menzies these girls wore go- 
ing where they were well ac<pmintod. 
They Were put in charge of Mra. Jlemdea' 
niothor, who bad formyrly beon in charge 
of the lioinu, and uulesa alio was a ro- 
Hpoclablo woman and cajiablo of taking 
care of theao girla, would not have had 
charge of the home. Mrs. Crawford waa 
a lady who lived at that time on View 
hi reel, and tho girl boarded there with 
!\lrs. Whittier, Mrs. Crawford's daughter. 

Mugislrato— Why did not the prisoner 
keep her I 

Mr, Gannaway — After keening hor 
aonio time his wife Imd hor niothor wont 
to San Francisco on account of failing 
health, so, of course, he did not want to 
keep tho girls in tho house with liiinaulf. 
So ono was put out as a servant witli Mr. 
Cohen, and this ono (Ah Lin) was put 
with Mra. Crawford, While she was 
llicro this niivii (Ah Ohoo), goiiy: there lo 
peddlo vcgutabloa, mot nor, aiid that is 



tho way thia arrangement was made. Ho 
was to give Men/.ies $50 on Saturday, 
and told hinv if ho would get the marriago 
license on Monday he would give him 
$100. Then after getting the marriago I i- 
cenae thia witness says Ihey went to three 
luinistoi's to got them to marry him; but 
they all refuaod. Of courso there ia no 
waytocumpul a ininiator to niiirry any 
poraon; they had perfect liberty to refuse. 
But it ia a fact that pursona who wore 
compotont and capable of getting married 
took a license to tho ministers and were 
Itfuaed. 

Magiatralo- 1 don't suppose he would 
have given tho luonoy unless he expected 
to got tho girl. 1 had a coolie living with 
uio once who bought a girl. 

Mr. Gannaway ' — It is similar to 
a number of caseS I have known 
here. For inatance, an English 
gentluinan will aeud to Enghmd 
to got a aorvant girl and will expend 
several hundred dollars, and has a con- 
trai!l with hiu' that slu! will work it out. 
When she comes here she w;inls to got 
married. The husband aays "huro, you 
have been under oxpeiise in bringing my 
wife out, I don't w.ant to be under any 
obligations to yo 11. I u ill p.is' l In- money." 
I caii not see any lalse r.'pi e.seiil.al ions 
there. A long time ago, when women 
WiMii scarce here, 1 underalaiid a wliole 
shipload of women wert; siuit out here, 
and o\ ory man \\\u> wmild pay the expiu- 
aoa of transporl.'il ion could h.ive a wonuin 
if ahe waa willing to go with him. 

Magistrate — This uino must h.avo 
thought that he wa8,gotling this woman 
as his wife, ami he musi have had the 
represenlatlons of your elient that this 
license ni.ide ihe girl Ids wile. 

Mr. Gannawiiy — After this license w.i.i 
t'iven to this Chinanian lio must li.ivo 
known tli:it aoinollliug; else waj> to be 
dime, becau.so he waa taken around to the 
difl'erent ministers. He muat Jiave known 
the marriage waa not complete. Ntjw 
where has Men/.ies done anything wrong 
in that? 

Mr. Taylor AK nzios had a toluphono 
message, and then assured tho man that 
the license waa all right. 

Magistrate - An yon have other "dt- 
iieaaea we b.id belter hear the wdiolo case. 
Mr. Gannawiiy, do you wish to oroas-ex- 
amine this witness 'i 

Mr. Gannaway — 1 will ask him a feM' 
ipieslions; but 1 wimld like to have an- 
other interpreter, who apcaka the same 
dialect. 

Mr. liannawa}- asked .\h Wing, bul 
this Chinaman refused to act. An otlicer 
»aa then aent lo bring Ah Mook. 

In answer to a question of the Magis- 
trate, Mr. Gannaway said that the article 
that Mr. Walls alluded to in tlie Tinn:., 
aulj.'jlanlially slaters tb;it llie object of 
this case was to pmve nothing elsi: than 
that iM r. \'roon.an and the I wo unnislms 
are blackmailers.
